Home of Ancestors,
RABBI MERRITT'S OBSERVATIONS

Colonles from Other Countries Re-
generating the Holy Landl—Sur-
prise and Admiration of

Touarists.

The remarkable succems of Jews ns
farmers In the Moly Land, frequently
mentoned by tourist, Is treated with
instructive detall by Rabbi Max J. Mer-
ritt of Evansville, Ind, in the American
Isrnalite. Rabbl Merritt ls an Omaha
boy, & son of Omaha parents, who mafe
an sxtended tour of the near-east, last
spring and. summer, and describsd the
country and people In letters to  his

Regarding (he agricultural development
of Palestine by Jewish colonies Rabbl
Merritt Writes:

If only Antisemites could ride through
Palestine today and wee what the Jewish
ploncer farmer has done and is doing
for the restoration of that snclent land,
eVen they would not realize that there waa
not even a shadow of an excuse for the
viclous calumnles they spread. To me It
was like a breath of fresh alr to leave
Jersulam behind and to ride into the
open country of the Holy Land For
the first time In my WHfe I saw whole
settloments of Jewish farmers, Jewlsh
grape growers, Jews trimming the olive
and almond tree, Jews in the midst of
the leafy bowers of their orange grovem
Palestine s today a living refulation of
the lla that the Jew has a diginclination
to Ul the sofl.® 1 found ten thousand
Jewlep colonists living the healthy, happy,
joyous life of freedom In the flelds, Our
party riding across the land were never
in & moment's doubt as to when Wwe
were approaching a Jewish c(annr The
siriking difference between the Jewlsh
villages and the native Mohommedan vil-
lages could be soen miles off. Only when
nocessity compelled did we ride through
& natfve Mobammedan villuge., The usly
huddied windowlesa stone huts, the debris
rotting In the flithy, narrow, crooked
sireet, the filth that these luay peasants
are too indolent to even remove from
their own doors, the dirt and foul odors
of those sqidalld Mohammedan villages
